* f TUyer of every Kind of known Remedy,  _** 
Wat the original Conſtitution of our firſt Parents 
was, and what the State of the Air and other Elements 
before they ſinned, 1 am utterly uncertain. Yet this we 
in general ſeem to be ſure of, that there were noPrinci- 
ples of unavoidable or quick Deſtru@ion either in their

That we may ſee the glorious Holineſs, Juſtice, Truth, 
Sovereignty and Power of Gop, the awful Danger of 
hisDi/pleaſure, & may be excited to fear him and avoid 
offending him : that we may ſee the exceeding Value 
of his Favour, the Neceſſity of repenting and returning 
to him, the Need of a Mediator, and the Suitableneſs:

That we may ſee the utter Uncertainty of humane Life; 
and may allow of no Delay in thoſe Affairs of eternal

for every Providence and for Death and Eteraity. 


That we may ſee the Emptineſs and Inſufficiency of the 
molt deſirable, earthly Enjoyments, that there is no de- 
pending upon them with any Security ; that we may 
ceaſe from placing purHappineſs 1 in them, & from truſt.

That Prince alſo was the Love and Hope of the re- 
formed Part of the Bfitiſb Nations in his Day: and as 
his untimely Dying was their general Sorrow; it was 
followed by Tranſactions fatal to Multitudes, & vexati- 
ous to innumerable more, both in that and the next 
Generation. For his Death made Way for his younger, 
arbitrary Brother to aſcend the Throne by the Name of 
"CHARLES I, in 1625: After which, under Bim and his 
twoSons CRARLES II & NAM xs II, were ſcarce any other 
than continual Scenes of Tyranny and Cruelty, illegal 
Exactions, Quarellings with Parliaments, civil Wars 
and Blood, Confuſions, Perſecutions, Popiſh Plots'and 
cutting off the Lives of the braveſt Patriots of Britiſh 
| Liberty, deſtroying of Charters, and promoting Popery 

5 and Slavery, for a Courſe of Sixty-threeY ears, till 1688: 
when the Nation cou'd no longer bare that Popiſb 
Branch

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Branch of the Royal Family : But raiſing firſt the 
Prince and Princeſs of Ox AN OE, and after them the 
Princeſs ANN to the Throne; and they dying without 
Iſſue, then the Proteſtant Branch of the Royal Family 
in the illuftrious Houſe of HAN OVER, in 1714: under 
whoſe wiſe, mild and benign Government in the Per- 
' ſons of King Groko the I, and II, we have enjoy'd 
ſuch Happineſs as the Nation ſcarce ever knew before: 
and in the perpetual Succeſſion in their Royal Line, 
under Gop, appears in all humane Proſpect to depend, 
both our Liberties, Religion, Territories, Safety; yea 
the Liberties of Europe and North-America, and the 
Proteſtant Religion in all the Earth, 


But one of the happieſt Proſpects of this Continu- 
ance has been the rare and wonderous Fruitfulneſs,Vita- 
lity and Healthineſs of this bleſſed Family. His pRR-/ 
SENT MajesTY having #wo Sons and five Daughters 
all grown up and alive together till this great Bereave- 
ment: And This his eldeſt Son being born in January 
1706-7; he in April 17 36, to the great Pleaſure of the
